Federal Constitution in conciliatory l^islation on the 
part of the several States toward the polity, institntions, 
and interests of each other, of a mnch more persuasive 
character than those which prevail between the roost 
friendly States that are oncoonected by any political 
onion; bat these are addressed ezclnsively to the politi¬ 
cal power of the respective States; so that whatever opi- 
-Hn we may entertain as to the reasonableness, or polity, 

even of the moral obligation, of the non slavebolding 
States to establish provisions similar to those which have 
been stricken out of the Revised Statutes, it is not in our 
power, while administering the laws of the State in one 
of its tribnnals of justice, to act at all upon those senti¬ 
ments, when w8 see, as we cannot fail to do, that the 
Legislature has deliberately rejected them. 

The power which has been mentioned as residing'in 
the States is assumed by the Constitution itself to extend 
to persons held as slaves by such of the Stales as allow 
the condition of slaves, and to apply also to a slave in the 
territory of another State which did not allow slavery, 
onaccompanied with an intention on the part of the 
owner to hold him in a state of slavery in such other 
State. The provision respecting the retum of fugitives 
from service contains a very strong implication to tl ' 
rfifect. It declares that no person bild to service 
labor in one State, under the laws thereof, escaping into 
another, sbail, in consequence of any law or nQ[ai.ti«& 
therein, be diecla«o!«l from such aervice or labor, *c. 
There was at least one State which at the a^ption of j 
the CoDsiitntioD did not tolerate slavery; and in Kveral 
of the other States the number of slaves was so small, and 
the prevailing sentiment in favor of emancipatioo so 
strong, that it was morally certain that slavery would be 
speedily abolished. It was aasamed by the antbora of 
the CoDStitntioo that the fact of a federative Union wonid 
not of itself create a duty on the part of the States which 
should abolish slavery to respect the rights of the owners 
of slaves escaping thence from the States where it con- 
tinned to exist. 

The sppreheneion was not that the States woold estab- 
...b rales or regnlalions looking primarily to the eman¬ 
cipation of the fngilives from labor, but that the aboli¬ 
tion of slavery in any State would draw after it tbe prin¬ 
ciple that a person held in slavery woold immediately 
become free on arriving, in any manner, within tbe limits 
of each State. That principle bad then recently been 
acted open in England in a case of great notoriety, which

could not fail to be well kuown to tte cultivated and 
intelligent men who were tbe principal actors in framing 
tbe Federal Oonstitatioo. 

A Viigioia gentleman of tbe name of Stewart bad 
casion to make a voyage from his home in that colony 
Eogland on bis own affairs, with tbe intention of 
returning as soon as they were transacted ; and he took 
with him as his personal servant his negro slave, Somer¬ 
set, whom he bcul purchased io Yirgioia, and was entitled 
to bold him io a state of slavery by tbe laws prevailing 
there. While they were in London, the negro absconded 
from the service of bis master, hot was retaken and pot 
on board a vessel lying in tbe Thames bound to Jamaica, 
where slavery also prevailsd, for the purpose of being 
there sold as a slave. 

On application to Lord Manefleld, Chief Jostioe of the 
King’s Bench, a writ of habeas corpus was 
Knowles as master of tbe vessel, whose retnrn 
disclosed tbe foregoing facts. Lord Mansfield referred 
Che case to the decision of tbe Court of Kiog’a Bench, 
iwhere it was held, by tbe onaoimoas opinion of tbe 
Judges, that tbe restraint was illegal, and the negro was 
discharged (the Negro case, 11 Hargrave’s State 
I'rials, 340: Somerset agt Stewart, Loffi’a Rep. 1). It 
I the opinion oi the Coart that a state of slavery could 
exist by force of positive law, and, it being conaideied 
that there was no law to uphold it iu Eogland, tbe prin¬ 
ciples of the law respecting the writ of habew corpus 
immediately applied themselves to the case, and it became 
ipossible to continue the imprisonment of the oegra _ 
The case was decided in 1772, and from tfiat time ii 
became a maxim that slaves could not exist in England. 
I’be idea was reiterated in tbe popular literatnre of the 
langnage, and Bxtd in the public mind by a striking 
metaphor which attributed to the atuio-phere of tbe 
British Islands a quality which caused the shackles of - 
slave to fall off The Jaws of England reacting pe 
suDul righl’s were in general the laws of tbe Colonies, at 
they coutiuned tbe same system alter the Revolution, by 
■ ■ ins io their Conatiiotione, adopting the common 
r.ject to alterations by their own Bialutss. Tbe 
literature of the Colonies was that of tbe mother country. 

The aspect in which the case of fugitive slaves was 
presented to the authors of the ConsliintioD, therefore, 
was this : A number ol the States had very little interest 
cODtioaiDK tbe ioatitaiioD ol slttvwy, and were likel> 
owoo to ttbohuh it wilhio their limits. Wbeo they ehould 
do so, the principle of the laws ol England as to personal 
rights and the remedies for iUegal imprisotimeni would 
immediately prevail io such States. Tbe judgment m 
Somerset’s case, and other principles announced by Lord 

-, Mansfield, were stendiog admonitions that even a teui- 

witaio Ud. 1 restraint of personal liberty, by virtoe of a title 

derived under the laws of slavery, could not be sustaioeo 
where that iostitation did not exist by positive law, and 
where the remedy by habeas corpus, which wm a cherished 
iuBtitutioD of this country as well as in England, 
established. _ 

Reading the provision for the rendition of fugitive 
IBM in the lieht which these considerations offered, it » 


slaves in the light which these considerations offered, 
impossible not to perceive that the OoDvention asst 
the general principle to be that theescape of a slave Irom 
a Btete in which he was lawfully held to service into one 
which bad abohshtd slavery would ipso facto transform 
him into a free mas. This was recogoiaed us the legal 
consequence of a slave going into a State where alaverj 
did not exbt, even though it 


oertain enumerated domestic objects, a single nation ; hot 
still the principle of State sovereignty was retained as to 
all snt^ects, except such as were embraced in tbe delega 
tiobs of power to tbe general government or prohibited 
to the States. Tbe social status of the people, and their 
natural and relative rights as respects each other, the defi¬ 
nitions and arrangemeots of property, were among tbe 
reserved powers of the Stales. Tbe provision conferrii* 
rights of eitittnship upon the citisens of every State in 
every other State was iMerted snbsUntiaUy as it stood- 
in tbe articles of confederation. 

Tbeqneetion now to beconsidwed is, how Car the Slate 
jurisdiction over tbe subjects just mentioned is restricted 
by the provision we are considering, or, to come at once 
to the precise point io controversy, whether it obliges tbe 
State governments to recognise, in any way, within their 
own jurisdietion, the property io slaves, which tbe cilfeas 
of States in which slavery prevails may lawfaily claim 
within their own Slates, beyond tbe ease of fugitive slaves. 
The language is that they sinll have tbe privileges and 
immunities of citia^us io tlreseverel States. In my opinioo. 
the meaning is that, in a given State, every ciUseu o' 
every other State shall have tbe same privities and im- 
mnnities, that is, tbe same rights, which the citCKOs 
that State possess. 

They canboW property bj 
tbe same tidra by which every oiIiot citiaeo may bold it, 
and by no other. Again, any discriminating l^islatioo 
which should place them in a worse sitoatioo than a proper 
citiaen of the particular State would'be nnlawfuL Bat 
tbe danse baa oolbii^ to do with ibedisiinctiona founded 
on domicile. A eitisen of Virginia, baviog his home in 
that State, and never baviog been within tbe State of 
New York, has tbe same rights under our laws which a 
native-born dtiien, domidled etsewbere, would have, and 
no other. Either can be tbe proprietor of property here, 
bat neither conld claim any rights which, noder our laws, 
belong only to residents of the State. 

Bat where the laws of tbe several States differ, a citiaen 
of one State, asserting rights in another, mast claim them 
according to tbe laws of the last mentioned State, not 
according to Uraee which attain in bis own. Tbeposi^ 
that a ciiiaen carrying with biro, into every Stale into 
which he may go, the legal institoliODS of tbe one in which 
be was born, cannot be supported. A very little nflec- 
tiOD will show tbe fallacy of the idea. Onr laws declare 
contracts depending npon games of chance or dtill, lotte¬ 
ries, imaginary policies of insoraoce, bargains for more 
than seven per cent, per aonum of interest, and mao; 
others, void. In other States sutb contracts, or some of 
them, may be lawfnl. 

Bat DO ooe would contend that if made within this 
Slate by a citiien of aooiber State they would be en- 
foreed io our Conrts. Oertain of them, if made io another 
State, in conformity with the laws there, would be exe- 
ented by onr tribnoals upon tbe principles of comity; 
and the case woold be tbe same if ib^ were made in 
Europe or any other foreign country. The clause has 
notbiug to do with tbe doctrine of international comity. 
'I'bat doctrine, as has been remarked, depends upon the 
nsoge oi civilized nations and tbe presnmM assent of tbe 
legislative antbority of the parlicnlar State in which tbe 
right is claimed ; and an express denial of tbe right 
that antbority is decisive agaibat the claim. How, then, 
ia the cdse ol the appellant aided by the provision under 
consideration T 

Tbe Legislature bos declared, in effhot, that no person 
shall bring a slave into this Slate, even in the course of a 
junruey between two alavebolding States, and if be does 
the slave shall be free. Oor own citizens are of conrw 
bound by this regnlstion. if the owner of these slaves is 
not in Uke manner bouud, it is because, io her qnality ol 
citizen of another State, she hag rights snperior to those 
of any citizen of NSw York, and because, in coming here, 
or sending her slaves here for a temporary purpose, she- 
has brongbt with her or sent with them tbe laws of Vir- 
glnia, and u entitled to have those laws enforced in tbe 
Oonrts, DOtwitbstanding the mandate of our own laws to 
the contrary. But the position of the appellaot proves 
too much. ... 

The privileges and immunities secured to tha citizens ol 
each Slate by the Consiituiiou arc not limited to time, or 
bv tbe purpose for which in a particnlar care they may. 
be aesired, but are permaneui ami aoioiuie 10 men cubi- 
acter. Heooe, if the appellant can claim exemption from 
the operaUoD of the statute on which the tespou^ui 
relies, oo tbe ground that she is a citizen of a State where 
slavery is allowed, and that our coorte are obliged to 
rvpeot the title which those laws confer, she may retain 
the slaves here during her pleasure; and as ope of tbe 
chief atwibnles of property is the power to nso it, or to 
seU or dispense of it, I do not eee how tbe could be 
debarred of these rights within our jorisdiclion as long 
she may cbooee to exercise them. 

She could not, perhaps, sell them to a citizen of New 
York, who would at all events be bound by onr laws, but 
any other citizen of a slave State, who would ^ually bring 
with him the immunities and privileges ol bis own Stale, 
might lawfully traffic in her slave properly. Bat mj 
opioiou is that she has no more right to the protection ol 
this property than one of the citizens of this State wonid 
have npon bringing them here, nnder the same circnm. 
alaoces, and that tbe danse of the Consiilution referreo 
to has no application to the case. 1 concede that this 
danse gives to citizens of each Stale entire freedom ol 
lolercoorae with every other State, and that any law 
which sbouid attempt to deny them free ingress or 
woold be void. But it is oiiiteos only who •

The State of Delaware had aotbortzed a corporation " 
erect a dam across a creek below tide-water, io order 
drain a marsh.

Bat Congraa has paned oo such 
set The rcpngnancy of the law of Delaware with the 
Coostitation is placed entirely on iu repogoBney with 
tbe power to regulate commerce with foreign natioas and 
among tbe several SUtes—a power which has oot been 
fxerciBija so as to affect tbe question.” The same prin- 
jle bad been affirmed in Stnrges agt. Cronwinsbield (4 
.. beat. 193) and in Moore agt. Hooaton (3 Wheat 1); 
and since the Pasaeoger cases, it has been again reiterated 
ID tbe Pilot ease, Cooley agt. Tbe Board of Wardens of 
Philadelphia (12 How. 299). Tbe application of tbe 
rule to the preaeut case is plain. We will concede, for 
the purpose of the argnment, that tbe transportation of 
slaves from one slavebolding Sute to another is ao act 
of international State commerce, which may be legally 
protected and regnlated by Federal legielaiion. Acta 
nave been passed to regulate tbe coasting trade, so tbat 
if these slaves bad been in transitn between Virginia and 
Texas, io a coasting vessel, at the time the habeas corpus 
was served, they conki not have been ieterfered with 
while passing throngh tbe navigable waters of a free 
Stale by the antbority of a law of such State.

U 
would have a large and important operation upon c^ 
lolling within iu provisions, ^ having op connwlion 
with any commercial enterprise. It ia, then, ao far as 
the commercial clause to concerned, generally vahd; but 
in tbe case of snppoeable Federal legislation, nnder the 
power conferred upon Coogtesa to regulate commerce, 
circnmslancea might arise when iU execution, by freeing

Tbe present state of Federal legislation, however, does 
not. in W opinion, raise any coollict between it and the 
Uws ol this Stele under coosideraiioo. Upon the whole 
case I have come to tbe cooHusioo that there ia nolbiog 
in ibe National Consliintion or the laws of Congress to 
oreclnde the Slate jodicial anihoriiies from declaring 
These slaves, thus inirodoced into the territory of this 
Suite, free, and setting them at liberty, accordmg to tbe 
directions of the stelutea referred to. . „ .

PUBLICATIONS ON SLAVERY, BY THE- BOSTON 
TRACT SOCIETY. 


Eter since the Boston Branch separated from the 
National Tract Society (May, 1859) and ratablished 
itself as an independent organization, a running fire of 
opposition bulletins has been kept up by the Secretaries 
and prominent friends of each. Bach has endeavored to 
persuade the community that it was right and that its 
opponent was wrong ; each has diligently striven to out¬ 
wit and circumvent the other in attaining public favor, 
with its attendant pecuniary contribntions ; and each has 
freely used, for this purpose, gross misrepresentations in 
abundance, with occasional direct lies. This rivalry has 
been oondneted chiefly.by the Secretaries, partly in ocea- 


Their second publication on slavery—“ Seri piittral] 
Duties of Masters” (the whole contents of which, tig well 
the circumstances attending ite original pnblica Ifen in 
Kentucky, in 1846, show that “ Masters ” means slave- 
masters)-ia a little book of forty-two pages, a pi rtion of | 
that thoroughly pro-slavery book which, bavi og been 
adopted and printed by the National Tract f iociety in 
1851, and then been suppressed before its di Btribution, j 
obtained the came of “ the suppressed tract.” 

The part now published by the Boston Society is 
sermon preached in 1846 in Danville, Ky. , by Rev. Dr. 
John 0. Tonng, a pro-slavery minister in that place, and 
then pufallsbed there at the nnanimous request of the 
slaveholders of his church and congregati. jn, as being well 
adapted to help keep their bondmen in subjection. It 
assumes, throughout, that God has appo’mted the masters 
to be masters and the slaves to be sla-ves, and that the 
practice of siaveholding is in no manner or degree incom¬ 
patible with a Christian life. 

The Boston Society prefaces this tract with the follow¬ 
ing advertisement: 

“ The American Tract Society, in Boston, in publishing 
this tract, while approving of its general aim and tone, 
distinctly disclaim, as an expression of their views, any¬ 
thing said in it which may seem to sanction the institu¬ 
tion of slavery, or any of those evils which it promotes.” 

They approve the .general aim and tone of a book 
published originally by slaveholders because it was a help 
to slavery, but disclaim anything 
pro-elavery! 

Tract No. 4. “ Slavery and the Bible; By Rev. Enoch 
Pond, D.D.” pp-16. 

This tract (written by a Northern clergyman who has 
always been an active oppoaer of anti-slavery) represents I 
the Bible,«nd Christ and his Apostles, as favoring neither 1 
the perpetuity nor the immediate aboKtion of slavery; 
but as jnstifjing the adoption of some (nnspeciSed) inter¬ 
mediate coarse, whenever the lapse of a sufficient number 
of centuries should (and shall) have rendered it “ less 
likely to excite prejudice:’ (!) 

Tract No. 12, of four pages, entitled “ Eaty-Perguson 
or. What a poor colored woman may do,” touches slavery 
only incidentally, but with condemnation ; and it makes 
honorable mention of Rev. Dr. John M. Mason of New 
York, as having exerted him^lf to oppose the prevalence 
of the spirit of caste in his Church. 

It is worthy of note in this 


testifying against this system of caste as now practised in 
the Churches of their own city, the Boston Society have 
placed on their Executive Committee Rev. Andrew L. 
Stone, the pastor of that Church in Park street which 
drove a colored man by force away from the pew which 
he had bought in their honse of worship, and then, in 
chnrch-meeting, enacted a by-law for the permanent excln 
sion of all colored people from equal participation with 
That law still

through their respective monthly official-newspapers, the 
old one being called The American Messenger, and the 
opposition organ of the Boston Society The Tract Jour¬ 
nal The statements of each respecting the other are 
perfectly saturated with falsehood. Whoever reads either 
without an accurate previous acquaintance with the 
genuine history is likely to be deceived ; whoever relies 
upon either as true, or even as honestly pur-posing to 
speak the truth, is sure to be deceived. 

• We regret to’ be obliged to say that this systematic 
coarse of misrepresentation has been aided, on each side, 
by the efforts of sundry clergymen, of venerable age, and 
wielding an extensive influence in tbe commnnity. Of 
those who support the openly pro-slavery National 
Society we need not stop to speak. But the pretence of 
the Boston Society to bear a practically reformatory 
character is well Sbited to deceive, and actnally succeeds 
in deceiving, great numbers of people ; and the deliberate I 
repetition of their official mis-statements by such men as j 
Dr. Wayland of Providence and Dr. Hawes of Hartford 
is so likely to give them unquestioned currency that it is 
needful expressly to say that the recent speeches of these 
two gentlemen are adapted thoronghly to mislead their 
readers, and to acquire for the Boston Society a credit 
utterly undeserved. 

The key to the present position and coarse of policy of 
both these Societies is found in the Report of the Special 
nommittee of Fifteen, made in Mav. 1857. This flnm. 
mittee, the members of which represented about equally 
tbe two directly antagonistic parties in the Society, made 
a perfectly nnanimous Report. How came it to be per¬ 
fectly unanimous? The very peculiar language of the 
Report, favoring the policy first of one of the constituent 
parties of the Committee, and then of the other, in a long 
Mries of alternating expressions (reminding you of a 
vessel “ beating ” under a head wind), illustrated by the 
subsequent action of the two parties, shows us precisely 
how these antagonistic powers came to unite in their 
Report. Bach hoped to outwit and circumvent the other, 

and gain the administrative power for itself. To this end, 
each insisted upon the introduction of phrases favoring its 
own idea into the Report—each allowed (being unable to 
prevent it) the introduction of afternate phrases, equal in 
number and significance, bat bearing in precisely the 
opposite direction—and each confident tbat its party 
would gain the vote of the Society, and thus attain the 
administrative power, intended to assume its set of 
phrases to express the meaning of the document, and to 
ignore entirely the significance and even the existence of 
the other set. 

The administration of the National Society, as might 
have been expected, gained the victory, being snpported 
by a very great majority of its members. Of course, find¬ 
ing their past policy (with a single exception) enlogixed 
in this document, and finding themselves eulogized in it 
for “ wisdom ” as weU as for “ fidelity and devotedness,’’ 
they continued the course which had earned them these 
praises (with the single exception of discontinaing the 
mutilation of republished books), and utterly ignored the 
pet phrases of their opponents in the same document, jMt 
as those opponents, if snccesafnl, had meant to do with 
theirs. 

Dr. Hawes of Hartford and Dr. Wayland of Provi¬ 
dence were members of the Committee of Fifteen. Very 
likely they contrived tbe set of phrases, looking towards 
a moderate and partial reform, which are now made thr 
preponderant ones in the platform of the Boston Society 
but at any rate, they voted (since the Committee’s Report 
was nnanimouB) for the admission of the opposite set of I 
phrases, concocted by Chancellor Frelinghnysen and] 
Judge Jessup; and tbe consequence was that they were 
-hoL with their own petard instead of ontwitting 
and circumventing, they were outwitted and circumvented; 
and since this process does not tend to improve the temper, 
they have ever since been bitterly complaimag of the 
National Society, for'doing the very thing which they had 
purposed to do, had the power fallen into their hands. 
The prqo/that they meant to do this in the New York 
’ gogiety is found in tbe fact that they have taken that 
very course ever since in the Boston Society; adopting 
the doable-barrelled Report of the Committee of Fifteen 
I maintain a show of conaietency) as their platform, 


their seats, and their minister has never testified against 
it; is this the way the Boston Society encourages reform ?

This tract speaks very strongly against slavery, and 
favors immediate, rather than gradual, emancipation. 

But such merit as it has is greatly alloyed by the follow¬ 
ing representations, some of which are directly deceptive, 
and all delnsive, 

1. It represents “ the great modern movement in oppo-! 
sition to slavery ” to be a result of the Church “ Revival 
of 1830-S.” Nothing could be more utterly deceptive. 
The Church, in this country, is the great bulwark of| 
slavery. A few^old church-members, and a larger num¬ 
ber of young ones, have been converted to anti-slavery by 
iuflaences external to the Chnrch, and. some of these have! 
done very valuable service in the battle against slavery. 
But this does not alter the general rnle, which is, most 
decidedly, that from the time a young man joins the 
Church, and in direct proportion to his zeal in her cause, 
he is unlikely to act for, or to care for, the slave. 

2. It represents “ prayer ” as the great instrument, and 

(almost) the only instrument, needfnl to be used against 
slavery. It recommends no action, nothing but prayer 
(with occasional fasting) as the work of Christians in this | 
j-r—‘-“m t The. ahoUH'" olo^-p ia find's ' 

He postpones it because He has not been prayed to suffi¬ 
ciently ! Tbe great fault of the Chnrch has been that it 
has not prayed enough 1 The great necessity of the pre- ] 
sent time is to pray more! And when the requisite 
quantity of prayer has been made, God will do the work, 
and the part of the Church will be to look on and see him 
doit! Nay, even this representation falls short of the- 
energy of the author’s expression, p. 11th, as follows : 

“ Prayer must take hold on the arm of the Lord, and 
move it to strike the decisive blow.’’ 

3. In extolling the preeminent importance of prayer 
for the abolition of slavery, the author of this tract makes 
the following enormous misrepresentatioDS 

“ Every other mode of opposition has been vigorously 
employed.”—p. 10. ... 

“ The moral influence of the nation hae borne against 

it with a pressure seemingly irresistible.But 

mocks at moral suasion.”—pp. 10,11. 

“Political measures have been tried—tried in good 
faith and with the utmost energy.” (1)—p. 11. 

“ We are prone to try everything else before we resort 
to wrestling prayer. We have tried everything else.”—ib. 

4. This tract assumes, throughout, as a matter of course, j 
that the church-members of this country are tbe real 
Christians of the country, even when directly opposing | 
anti-slavery action. For instance 

“ It is painfal to reflect that the theme of supplication 
which for twice ten years God has been urging upon his 
people has been so sirenuously excluded from the prayer- 
meeting, the monthly concert and the sanctuary.”—p. 9. 
His people, indeed 1 

This “ premium tract ” occupies 21 of the 28 pages of | 
Tract No. 38. The remaining pages are occupied by 
these two extracts : one from a sermon by the time-serving ] 
Boston minister (also a member of the Executive Com¬ 
mittee of the Boston Traet Society), Rev. Edward N. 
Kirk, D.D., and the other by Dr. Wayland of Provi¬ 
dence, R. I- The former enforces the duty of prayer 
against slavery, with particular application to prayer for 
“slave-owners.” whom be distributes into three classes— 

“ the unwilling master—the willing, bat kind master—and 
the oppressor.” The extract from Dr. Wayland is 
intended to show how a man may continue a slaveholder, 
under certain circumstanceB, without sin. 

Tract No. 40 (pp. 4), entitled, “ How would yon like 
it yourself? A Conversation between 0., a layman, and 
P., a siaveholding clergyman,” was written by Rev. Dr. 
Kirk, above-mentioned. It is a reply to some ordinary 
false pretences of slaveholders, well stated by the moderate ] 
opponent of slavery in some respects, though absurdly 
assuming that his intensely pro-slavery interlocutor is a 
Christian brother, and also that God pronounced on 
Canaan the enrse which, we are told in Genesis, Noah 
uttered, after he “ awpke from his wine.” 

Tract No. 42 (pp. 24) is entitled—" The Family and 
Slavery : showing the influence of Slavery upon the 
Domestic Relations. By a Native of the South-West.” 
It correctly depicts the destructive influence of slavery 
upon the Family relation, but makes very unreasonable 
and damaging concessions, namely : I 

It assumes, respecting slavery, that the laws of Moses 
“ tolerated it temporarily ” among tbe Hebrews ; that, 
in onr country, tbe slaveholders enjoy a true “ gospel 
ministry,” though the slaves do not; and that the caste 
which slavery hasratabliahed, by complicity and coopera¬ 
tion of the American Chnrch, is, as far as this Chnrch | 
upholds it, “caste in the kingdom or God 
Tract No. 45, a premium tract of 28 pages, written by 
Isaac Allen of Oberiin, Ohio, considers the question-“ Is 
slavery sanctioned by the Bible ? " This tract is of nearly 
inculcating, substantially, tbe 


legal relation of owners of slaYes. But we equally dread 
the danger of having any child grow up in the belief] 
that slavery is not an enottnous evil—a wrong to the 
slave, and a sin against God.” 

Here we have, in a nut shell, the position of the Boston 
Society in regard to slavery. They seem really solicitous, 
and equally solicitous, to accomplish two points, namely : 
first, to speak enough against slavery to distinguish them¬ 
selves from the National Tract Society, which refuses to! 
speak of it at all; and next, to maintain that slaveholders 
may be Christians, and tbat slaveholding orthodox church- 
embers are Christiana I 

Their last publication on'this subject is a little volume 
of 102 pages, entitled, “ The African Slave Trade: by 
Rev. Rufus W. Clark.” So much as this volume cor¬ 
rectly states of the present extent of the slave trade with 
Africa (it does not speak of the far more extensive 
domestic slave trade), and of the prospective danger of 
ite increase, is alloyed by serious errors, partly ambigui¬ 
ties, sure to give the false impression of which they are 
snsreptible rather than the true one, and partly “ 
statements; as follows: 

We give first a specimen of the delnsive ambiguity. 
Speaking of the propositions to legalize tbe foreign slave 
trade, the writer says : 

“ For several years past there has been growing np in 
the community a power that plants itself in direct an- 
tasonism to the teachings of our religion, the professed 
aim of our political institutions, tbe influeuce of — 
educational systems, and the sentiments inculcate-’ 
natioual literature.”—p. T. 

If there is a certain sense in which these things 
of the Stave Power, it is also, and equally, ti 
slavery is supported by the teachings of great 
of tbe clergy of this country, and by the zealous 
the general government, and tbat our education 
liferaturfe'hsve done much to uphold it. 

The writer proceeds to say—p. 8. 

“ It may be a delicate question to icquiro wb 
various States of this Union, are responsible 
growth of this evil; who, by their direct acti 
^silence, or their apologies for slavery, have m 
/ trihntions to its strength.” 

Tbe question is so delicate, and the true answ- 
give so rnde a shock to the writer’s own ecclesiastical 
relations, that he does not attempt to answer it, except by 
the following oblique statement, p. 8, to which we request 
the reader’s particular attention. 

“When benevolent societies, ecclesiastical bodies, an 
influential press, churches professing to be Christian, 
unite with a demoralized public opinion, and an oppres¬ 
sive secular ambority, to perpetuate or extend a system 
of iniquity, there is created a force for evil, against which 
even millions of free Christian men find it difficult to 
contend.” 

N ow, if the former part of this sentence be a jnst descrip¬ 
tion of our conntf^, as it undoubtedly is, wbat becomes of 
the truth of the sentence we first quoted, from the pre¬ 
ceding page of the same book, which represents onr 
Chnrch, State, education and literature as “in direct 
antagonism ” to the Slave Power t 

Again, the end of the sentence last quoted implies that 
there are “ millions of free Christian men ” in this country 
who are struggling against these pernicions forces! 
Where are they ? I f even half a million, from the recreant j 
order of Churches to which Mr. Clark belongs, had begun 
a course of active opposition to slavery one year ago, 
really feeling for those in bonds “ as bound with them,” 
the work of abolishing slavery would, at this moment, be 
half accomplished. His “ millions ” are entirely mythical 
and imaginary ; and the class of Orthodox Congregation- 
alists, to which he belongs, have done far less in opposi¬ 
tion to slavery than to anti-slavery. 

We have space to say, further, of this book, only that 
the author twice makes the erroneous assertion that 
“ when the United States Constitution was adopted, the 
hostility to slavery was national, and the pro-slavery feel¬ 
ing was local ” ; that he refers to the Missouri Compro¬ 
mise as a “ solemn contract ” which shonld have been con¬ 
tinued, instead of a shameful concession to the Stave 
Power; that he bestows emphatic praise upon that Pres¬ 
byterian General Assembly which manufactured, in 1818, 
a document in-relation to slavery which has allowed that 
wickedness to flourish among their sect ever since; and 
that one of his objections to the revival of the foreign 
stave trade is that it would increase tbe irritation now 
existing between North and South 1 As if that irrita- 
iiou aia uui neat to ue lucrcnsBa i ir mere were any 
safety, any welfare, or prosperity in store for us, except

Wagons halted in 
front of the locality, and were soon piled with spectators 
An alarm of fire was sounded, and hose carriages dashed 
through the ranks of men, women and boys; but they 
oloaeil again, and kept looking with expectant eyes at the 
window where the negro was visible. Meanwhile angry 
discussions commenced. Some persons agitated a resone 
and others favored law and order. Mr. Brookway, a 
lawyer, had bis coat torn for expressing his sentiments, 
and other meUes kept the interest alive. 

All at once there was a wild holloa, and every eye was 
tnrned up to see the legs and part of the body ot the 
prisoner protruding from the second story window, at 
which he was endeavoring to escape. Then arose such a 
shoot. “ Drop down !”“ Catch him I ” “Hurrah.- Bot 
(be attempt was a fruitless one, for somebody m the omoe 
pnlled Nalle hack again, amid the shoute of a hundred 
pair of longs. The crowd at this time nnmhered nearly 
8 thousand persons. Many of them were black, and a 
good share were of the female sex. They blocked np 
State street from First street to the alley, and kept 
Barging to and fro. , , ,, 

Martin I. Townsend, Esq., who acted as counsel lor the 
fugitive, did not arrive in the Commissioner’s office until 
a decision had been rendered. He immediately went 
before Judge Gould, of the Supreme Court, and pr^nred 
a writ of habeas corpus in the usnal form, returnable ip- 
mediately. This was given to Deputy-Sheriff NsUhaniel 
Hpham, who at once proceeded to Commissioner Beach a 
dice and served it on Holmes. Very injudiciously the 
fficers proceeded directly to Judge Gould s office, 
iltbongh it was evident they would have to paM through 
in excited, nnreasoning crowd. As soon as the offljers 
ind their prisoner emerged from the door, an old negro, 
who had been standing at the bottom of the stairs shouted 
‘Here they come,” and the crowd made a terrific rush a

Building, te that, of Judge Gould, in Congress street, is 
less than two blocks, Kuf It WfiB made a regular battle- 
Held. The moment the prisoner emerged from the door¬ 
way, in custody of Deputy Sheriff Hpham, Chief of Police 
Qnin, officer Cleveland and Deputy Holmes, the crowd 
made one grand charge, and those nearest the prisoner 
seized him violently', with the intention of pulling him 
; away from the officers; but they were foiled, and down 
First to Congress street, and op the latter in front of 
Judge Gould’s chambers, went the surging mass. Exactly 
what did go on in the crowd it is impossible to say, but 
the pulling,-hauling, mauling and shouting gave evi¬ 
dences of frantic efforts on the part of the rescuers, and 
a stern resistance from the conservators of the law. In 
front of Judge Gould’s office the combat was at its height. 
No stones or other missiles were used; the battle was fist 
to fist. We believe an order was given to take the 
prisoner to the court-house, but the crowd carried the 
prisoner the other way, and there was a grand rush 
towards the west, past First and River streets, as far as 
Dock street. All this time there was a continual melfie. 
Many of tbe officers were hurt—among them Mr. Upham, 
wbosS object was solely to do bis duty by taking Nalle 
before Judge Gould in accordance with the writ of 
habeas corpus. A number in the crowd were more or 
less hurt, and it is a wonder that these were not badly 
injured, as pistols were drawn and ohisels u-ed. 

The battle had raged as far as the corner of Dock and 
Congress streets, and the victory remained with the 
rescuers at last. Tbe officers were completely worn out 
with their exertions, and it was impossible to continue 
their bold upon him any longer. Nalle was at liberty. 
His friends rushed him down Dock street to the lower 
ferry, where there was a skiff lying ready to start. _ The 
fugitive was put in, the ferryman rowed off, asd, amid the 
shouts of hundreds who lined the bank of the river, Nalle 
as carried into Albany County. 

As the skiff landed in West Troy a negro sympathizer 
waded np to the waist and pulled Nalle out of the boat. 
He went np the hill alone, however, and there who should 
be met but constable Becker ? The latter official seeing a 
man with manacles on, considered it his doty to arrest 
faimF He did so, and took him in a wagon to the office of- 
Justiee Stewart, on the second floor of the corner building 
lar the ferry. The Justice was absent. 

When the crowd on the Troy bank had seen Nalle 
safely landed, it was suggested that he might be recap¬ 
tured. Then there was another rush made for the steam 
ferry boat, which carried over about four hundred persons, 
and left as many more—a few of the latter being soused 
in their efforts to get on the boat. On landing in West 
Troy, there, sure enough, was the prisoner locked up in a 
strong office, protected by officers Becker, Brown and

SLAVE BUNTING IN THE EMPIRE STATE. 


We blush to say that two men have been sent from this 
city into slavery the present week, under tbe provisions 
of the accursed Fugitive Slave law. The whole affair 
was conduoted with so much seeresy that it was not 
known in time for any serious effort to be made in behalf 
of the poor victims. The names of the men were Allen 
Graff and Josiah Hay, who were alleged to have escaped, 
the one from Absalom Cline and the other from Charles 
A Lawrence, farmers of Frederick Co., Maryland. They 
were brought before Commissioner Betts, who, after 
hearing the evidence, remanded them to the claimants, to 
be taken back to the bondage from which they had but 
recently escaped. They had probably not been 
city more than two or three days—not long enough 
certainly to have any acquaintance with anti-slavery 
men. The Times says that Hay, on being brought into 
tbe presence of the Commissioner, appeared very much 
overcome and excited. He sat with his head leaning on 
his breast, weeping constantly. Graff was less agitated, 
and is said to have declared (in presence of the claimant’ 
agest) that he did not want counsel, but desired 
home.”

“ Inpidelitt ” ON THE Westebx RESERVE.—Oho of the 
letters of Oliver Brown to his wife, which appeared in 
The Standard of March 24th, was dated at West Andover, 
Ashtabula Co., Ohio, June I8th, 1859. In that letter he 
said; “ I very much like the people here ; they are i 
liberal-minded, whole-souled people. I am told that li 
no country in the world is there so great a proportion of 
' mfidele ’; and also that it would be equally hard to 
find a country where there is so much comfort, thrift, 
intelligence, morality and progressive and reform senti¬ 
ment.” The “ country ” to which he alludes is evidently 
not the town of 'West Andover exclusively, but the region 
of which it is a fractional part—the Western Reserve 
and the “ infidels ” referred to are manifestly the class of 
reformers upon whom that epithet is falsely and malig¬ 
nantly bestowed by a time-serving priesthood and a cor- 
rnpt Church. In The Ashtabula Sentinel of April 17th we 
a letter from West Andover, signed by Mr. A. Cole- 
I the object of whidh is to discredit the statement 
reported by Oliver Brown as to “ the great proportion of j 
infidels*’ ” in tbat quarter. Mr. Coleman says they are 
jut “a small portion of the inhabitants.” Very likely, 
but this does not by any means contradict the statement

everywhere. Mind, we do not, nor did Mr. Brown, speak 
of real infidels, but of a particular class of reformers to 
whom that opprobrious epithet is falsely applied by Mr. 
Coleman and others like him. Mr. Coleman entirely mis¬ 
represents the character of these reformers, giving them 
no credit whatever for “the thrift, intelligence, morality 
and progressive and reform sentiment that prevail ” in 
that region, but claimiog that these characterUtios are 
the result of what he calls “ religious iofluence ” as 
opposed to their principles and measures. It is manifest, 
however, from his letter, that he belongs to that nnme- 
rous class of people who mistake seetarianism for religion, 
and ChwchianUy for Christianty. We cannot see that - 
tbe slightest obligation to print his letter. 


Adams’s Oaupobsia Menagerie. —J. C. Adams, the 
veteran hunter from California, has opened an exhibition 
of wild animals from that State at the corner of Thir¬ 
teenth street and Fourth Avenue. He has eleven dif¬ 
ferent specimens of bears of various sizes, each o 
which performs some trick by his direction. One big 
grisly stands up or site down, shows his teeth, growls, 
etc. while another dances, walks arm-in-arm with Adame 
and “trips the light fantastic toe,” all at the word of 
command or crack of the whip. Another, and a smaller 
one, is elected Chairman of the meeting by the unanimous 
voice ot Old Adams, wherdtpon he climbs to the top of a 
tall post and sits down in a chair which is fastened there. 
Imitating the example of the distingu’iahed chairmen of 
human conventions, he delights to get bis heels higher 
than his head, and, having made himself comfortable, 
qnietly goes to sleep in his elevated position, only to be 
awakened when his services are needed. A large grisly, 
named “ L-idy Washington,” is mounted by her master 
and ridden round the ring. Mr. Adams also shows Cali¬ 
fornia cougars, tigers, waives, foxes, coyotes, eagles, owls, 
ostriches, &o.; also a small Rocky mountain buffalo. 
“Old Samson,” one of the grislys, weighs 2,000 pounds. 
Perhaps some of our country friends will thank us for 
teUiug them where this exhibition may be found. It is 
open day and evening. 


Under the latest manifestations of Divine grace in onr 
country, it was confidently hoped by many that the revl 
Val of religion would be a preparation for the abolition 
of slavery ; but the result thus far seems to show that 
slavery, though condemned of God as murder, is not in¬ 
consistent with the present style and element of piety ; 
for the only effect of the revival upon it has been its pro¬ 
gressive sanction, and the production of an increased 
sensitiveness against all agitation in regard to it. Ooe of | 
the frnits of the large accessions made to the Churches 
seems to be an increased sympathy with the slaveholder, 
and not for the slave; a sympathy with the slaveholder, 
and a more vigilant protection and stronger assertion of 
his pretended right of ownership in human beings. 

We have waited and watched to see if the gather¬ 
ing of hundreds of thousands into the Churches, and 
tbe establishment of noon prayer-meetings in onr great 
cities, would be signalized by any greater tenderness of 
conscience, any deeper abhorrence of this sin, any new | 
effort against it, any tide of sapplioation in behalf of the 
enslaved, any nnited and organized labors of prayerfol 
zeal, any rallying of moral power and spiritual energy 
against this gigantic iniqnity, any snch results as are 
recorded to have followed the great revivals noted in 
God’s Word, when men purged the land from its abomi¬ 
nations, and put away their idols and their profitable 
sics. But there are no such practical fruits. If, of late, 
there have been more pulpits delivered from the curse of 
dumbneas, more lips unsealed, more sermons preached, it 
is not the time-serving piety of the revivals, but the 
banging of John Brown that has opened them. It is the 
awful providence of God, rousing the nation from that 
scaffold, and not the previous grace or Word of God prac¬ 
tised by the Churches or the Ministry. 

We have waited to see what the American Board might 
be persuaded to do; that great and venerated exposition 
of the beat piety of the country, as has been supposed. 
We have waited for some deoislve testimony, some exer¬ 
cise of the moral power and opportunity committed to 
that Board against tbe great form of iniqnity aoknow- 
ledged to be of greater and more direct and deadly ho.s- 
tility against the missionary enterprise, especially in 
Africa, than any other. We have watched the recurrence 
of religions conveBtions, associations, convocations, if 
possibly the fire of a reforming piety like that of Josiah’- 
and Asa’s revivals of religion might blaze forth in 
permanent conflagration. We have watched to see if the 
piety of revivals might not unite and eoncentrate the 
strength of rival or jealous anti-slavery circles into one 
holy, generous, sympathizing, enthusiastic movement. 
We have watched to see if something like the Church 
Anti-Slavery orgauization, coming on tbe heels of 
revival blessings, would not attract tbe warm-hearted of | 
every denomination : if some trumpet call, like that with 
which, in a bad cause, the hollow deep of hell resounded, 
would not rally aud excite the Cbriatian abolitionism 
and Abolitionists of all sects to array themselves toge¬ 
ther, with the Word and Spirit of God, under the power 
of a Savior’s love, against this sweeping, remorseless, 

! successful, all devouring iniquity. Meantime, the iniquity 
itself never has been so arrogant, never so denunciatory 
and intolerant, not only of those who dare oppose it in 
God’s name, but even o’f such as barely refuse 
it. The exaommunicatiqg thunders of the dead Pepedom 
of the dark ages have been seized by this monster and 
burled over the land, and merchant princes have pre¬ 
sented themselves as a cringing for the exe¬ 

cution of its edicts. Nothing more humiliating in the 
mercantile history of our country has ever occurred than 
tbe voluntary, ignominious descent of great firms into 
the mire of this wickedness, kneeling in the mud as tbe 
Juggeruant passes, and imploring the idol to be satisfied 
with the immolation of their principles, and not to require 
the sacrifice of their goods! Continue td us thy patron¬ 
age, 0 Baal, for we are thy faithful friends. And the 
latest missal issued for tbe convenience of the sect is in 
the shape of a directory .for tbe South, containing tbe 
names of those firms, those merchants, who may be relied 
upon as faithful worshippers. There was never a meaner 
perfect diabolical possession, not even of the 
devils in the herd of swine, than that by which, under 
the spell of this despotism, whole classes of men lose their 
senses and their shame together, and the mean man 
boweth down, and tbe great man humbleth himself, striv¬ 
ing which shall go the deepest iu this pool, making an 
absolute competition and parade in their debauchery of 
conscience. 

All this we have witnessed in silence, while the politi¬ 
cal exponents of the theology of this Moloch have kept 
tbe whole hemisphere in a blaze with their Bulpharous 
and angry demonstrations. Tbe whole wioter has been 
spent by Congress in uttering and ponriug through tbe 
laud the most extraordinary and elaborate arguments in 
support of slavery, and denunciations ef any who dare 
oppose it in God’s name, arraigning each opposition as 
treason to the country, and threatening the penalties of 
treason against the free expression of opinion in regard 
to it It has been the spectacle of a volcano of rattling ] 
thnnders and of lurid fires, hissing with angry tongues ii 
praise of a system of cruelty and liceutioasness, arro 
gated aa having the sanction of a God of love.
